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PARIS.. April 5 fR) — France’s left-wing 
government Tuesday expelled 47 Soviet dip- 
lomats and other officials apparently on spy- 
ing charges, plunging relations between the 
two countries to their lowest level for 
decades. 

The 47 were flown out of Paris’ Charles de 
Gaulle Airport back to Moscow aboard a 
special Dyu shin-86 airliner. Their embassy 
described the expulsion order as unfounded 
and arbitrary. 

The Socialist government, which includes 
four ministers from France’s pro-Soviet 
Communist Party, withheld any announce- 
ment of the decision, which one expelled 
Russian said had been notified to the 
embassy two days ago. 

Western diplomatic sources said France 
had based its action, the biggest since the 
expulsion of 105 Soviet personnel from Bri- 
tain in 1971, on an accumulation of evidence 
from East European defectors and the 
French security services. 

Informed sources said the highest-ranking 
of the 47 was Counselor Nikolai Chet- 
verikov. No. 3 in the embassy. 

Chetverikov has been described in recent 
French press reports as a senior intelligence 
officer. 

The list also included the Paris bureau chief 
of the official Soviet news agency Tass, Oleg 
Shirokov, who told reporters: “I feel 
offended, outraged. I consider this measure 
an offense to the whole journalistic profes- 
sion.” 

The expelled personnel and their families, 
totaling about 150, were among 2,400 
Soviet residents in Paris, 700 of whom have 


%9m robbery jolts Britain 


LONDON, April 5 (AFP) — Armed raid- 
ers Tuesday stole six million pounds ($9 mil- 
lion) in cash from Security Express, a firm 
transporting money for British banks, the 
private television network 1TV said Tuesday 
night, quotmg & reliable source. If the report 
is true, it would be the biggest cash robbery 
ever staged in Britain. 

Thegang, believed to number six, over- 
powered" sevc&'casiiieis and a guard as they 
arrived for weirkapd forced them to open the 
firm's safes- in.a sax-hour operation. 

Commander Frank Cater, .head of the 
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anti-robbery squad, said that the -robbers 
were probably helped by an accomplice on 
the firm’s staff, because the safety devices 
were “among the most perfect in the world.” 

The British press reported Tuesday that 
police have already raided the homes of sus- 
pects, but there was no official confirmation. 

But the police are hoping that gang mem- 
bers will encounter problems in trying to hide 
the cash, the very difficulty which tripped up 
the 15 men who carried out the “great train 
robbery” in the sixties and stole 2,600,000 
pounds in 120 postal sacks.

Jordan talks 
adjourned 
for 48 hours 

AMMAN, April 5 (Agencies) — A 48- 
hour pause in Jordanian- Palestinian talks 
was announced here Tuesday to allow time 
for agreement to be reached on the terms of a 
joint political communique that will wind up 
talks between King Hussein, and Palestine 
Liberation Organization leader Yasser 
Arafat 

Arafat conferred four times with the 
monarch after beginning a visit to Jordan on 
Thursday. 

Arafat arrived in Kuwait unexpectedly 
from Amman Tuesday. Flanked by his top 
military lieutenant Khalil Wazir and chief 
political adviser Farouk Kaddoumi, Arafat 
told airport reporters that “King Hussein andl 
are agreed on what is good for both sides.” 

He denied reports about obstacles imped- 
ing accord with Hussein on Jordan’s role in 
the Mideast peace process. 

King Hussein was hoping to gain a PLO 
mandate to talk with the Israelis on behalf of 
the Palestinian people toward a peace pact 
under U.S. sponsorship. But PLO sources 
insisted that no such mandate was relevant. 

Arafat said the joint Jordan-Pafc^ce 
committee was still in session in Ammaa and 
would issue a joint statement later oe his Wlks 
with the Jordanian monarch.

Thai jets rain napalm 
on Yiet strongholds 


RIYADH, April 5 (SPA) — The private 
sector will soon be given the opportunity to 
share in government projects, including those 
within the petrochemicals industry, accord- 
ing to Minister of Finance and National 
Economy Muhammad Aba Al-Khail. He 
indicated, in an interview with Al -Yammma 
magazine that such projects, which were pre- 
viously released only through government 
channels, would now be released for general 
participation by the public. 

“The private sector can now take the initia- 
tive and play a major role in economic 
development,' 1 Aba Al-KhaO said. He 
pointed out the Kingdom’s distinguished role 
in petrochemical industries, which, he said, 
was due to the fact the Kingdom wsis produc- 
ing these products at a lesser cost, Home thing 
which serves its interests and those of the 
world. 

Saudi Arabian participation in such pro- 
jects, he said, is being aided by new legisla- 
tion requiring foreign contractors to allocate 
not less than 30 percent of their contracts to 
national sub-contractors. He indicated that a 
Finance Ministry committee is now studying 
the commercial agent system iia attempts to 
provide better protection for local business- 
men. 


ARANYAPRATHET, April 5 (AP) — 
Thai jet fighter bombers dropped napalm on 
Vietnamese positions along the Thai- 
Kampuchean border during the first use of air 
power Monday in a six-day-old Vietnamese 
offensive which has seen fighting spill over 
from Kampuchea (Cambodia) into Thailand, 
Thai military officers at the frontier said 
Tuesday. 

The officers told Associated Press reporter 
Mangkorn Khamreongwong that two U.S.- 
made F-S warplanes swooped down on Viet- 
namese positions just inride Thailand and 
dropped a total of eight canisters. 

A supreme military command spokesman 
in Bangkok said be had no reports of the use 
of napalm, although the air strikes have been 
officially confirmed. 

Maj. Gen. Prachum Pibhunpranuwat, 
commander of the Second Division of the 
First Army, described the air strike as “suc- 
cessful” but gave no details. Prachum is the 
ranking Thai officer at the border. 

Sporadic fighting was reported inside 
Kampuchea around Phnom Chat, near where 
the strikes took place but military activity was 
reported to have decreased Tuesday. 

Thai authorities at the border said Viet- 
namese forces began patrolling the perimeter 
of the captured resistance capital of 
SihanoukviDe in northern Kampuchea Tues- 
day.

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Oil slick stretches along Gulf 


KUWAIT, April 5 (R) — A giant oil slick 
was reported Tuesday to stretch almost the 
entire length of the Gulf and ministers from 
eight countries in the region were due in 
Kuwait for crisis talks on how to disperse it. 

Kuwaiti Health Minister Abdul Rahman 
Al-Awadi told parliament that ministers 
from all the Gulf states, including Iran and 
Iraq, whq have been at war for two and a half 
years, would attend a meeting Wednesday on 
combating tbe slick. 

Thick, tarry oil pouring from Iranian wells 
which Tehran /ays were shatter'*! by Iraqi 
forces threatens to cause havoc to marine life 
and vital industrial plants. 

Experts said the slick now stretched along 
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the Gulf from tbe north almost to the Strait of 
Hormuz. 

Iraq Monday offered a limited ceasefire to 
allow repair crews to cap the wells in Iran’s 
Nowruz field, northwest of Kharg Island. 
Tehran's first reaction to the offer was cool. 

The high-level Kuwait meeting of the Reg- 
ional Organization for the Protection of the 
Marine Environment will bear ideas from 
pollution experts who met Monday in 
Bahrain. 

A delegation from the Saudi Meteorology 
and Environment Protection Department led 
by its director general. Dr. Mustafa AI- 
Daigathir arrived here Tuesday to attend the 
meeting. 

Experts plotting the slick's progress, how- 
ever, said wind and currents had pushed the 
oil away from the Arabian peninsula toward 
Iran. 

The Gulf countries have tried to protect 
water intakes to power and desalination 
plants with floating booms. A senior Qatari 
official said his country could use artesian 
wells if its water plants were put out of action.

There were also direct 
1 grants for agricultural crops, lives- 
tock/nd (bought contingencies; and indirect 
subspies for agricultural machinery, chemi-

Development Fund were SR56.3 billion for 
217,382 recipients in various cities and vil- 
lages.

The Saudi Credit Bank, disbursed 1 12,601 
loans totaling SR 1.20 billion. The fund for 
lending to contractors gave 60 loans totaling 
SRI 62 million since its inception until it 
stopped its activity in 1978/79. 

The Hotel Lending Program granted 
1,677,424,000 loans to build 81 hotels in 15 
cities. The Hospital Lending Program gave 
39 loans to build 1 9 hospitals with 2,309 beds 
and to expand and renovate existing hospi- 
tals. Loans totaled SR295 milli on. The 
Bakeries Lending Program gave 69 loans 
totaling SR264 million in 45 cities and vil- 
lages.

Bankers tour Masstock Saudia 


Efficient management ensures farm profits 


By a Staff Writer 

JEDDAH, April 5 — Good management 
is essential to ensure the profitability of dairy 
and wheat fanning in the Kingdom for some 
time to come, Alastair McGudrian, chairman 
of Masstock Saudia Limited, recently told a 
large number of bank executives trim toured 
two of the forms operated by the company in 
the Eastern Province. 

“There is a good price for wheat and an 
increasing market for milk/ * McGudrian 
said. “Unless better than average yields and 
sales are achieved, form business will not be 
viable. Unfortunately, many of the forms in 
the Kingdom are not meeting that standard.” 

Masstock Saudia, formed seven years ago, 
lays special emphasis on management effi- 
ciency, according to McGudrian. More than 
20 persons, representing banking operations 
both in the Kingdom and overseas, were 
shown through two form projects. 

The first visit was to Jndah Farms Ltd., a 
joint venture of Masstock and Muhammad 
Ai-Damer. This form began wheat and dairy 
production in April of 1982, and during the 
next nine months 670 tons of wheat was har- 
vested from 120 hectares, an average of 5.6 
tons per hectare. At the same form, 2.8 mil- 
lion liters of milk was produced, averaging 20 
liters per day per cow. 

Since then, the area cultivated in wheat has 
been increased to 315 hectares with the capi- 
ta] cost of the expansion paid for largely from 
the profits from the dairy production. 

Sheep and wheat forming on sand dunes 
were the subject of the next visit to a form 
owned by Khalid Al-Damer. Muhammad’s 
cousin. Both forms are situated near the pic- 
turesque village of Judah, 200 kilometers 
west of Alkhobar. 

These farms are amoung a total o f 2Q'opc 
ated in the Kingdom by Masstock on a joint 
venture basis with Saudi Arabian land- 
owners. Six dairy projects are concentrated 
near the does where Masstock' s sister com- 
pany, Alamarai, processes and markets the 
products under the 4 Almaraf brand name. 

The remaining forms are in crop produc- 
tion and scattered throughout the Kingdom. 
Masstock is a Saudi Arabian-registered joint 
venture company owned by Prince Sultan ibn 
Muhammad ibn Saud Al-Kabir and the Irish 
farming company Masstock International. It 
has further {dans to expand both its milk and 
wheat production in 1983 as the markets for 
the company’s products continue to expand. 

200 graduating 
under Petromin

The capacity of the refinery will be distri-

Zayd said these products will help meet the 
growing needs in the province. Next year for 
instance the length of the main roads network 
will reach 13,000 kilometers supported by 
10,000 kilometers of feeder roads.

UNITED NATIONS April 5 (Agencies) 
— The UJi. Security Cbunril, in a statement 
issued Monday night, asked Secretary- 
General Javier Perea de Cuellar for a study 
and report on the causes of fliwaare of 
schoolgirls on the Israeli-occupied West 
Bank of the Jordan River. 

U.S. Ambassador Jeane J. Kirkpatrick, 
council president for April, read the state- 
ment to reporters in a press briefing room 
here after tire 15-nation council drafted and 
agreed on it in private talks lasting roughly an 
hour and 25 minutes. 

The presidential statement was a substi- 
tute for the urgent meeting of the council that 
Iraq had requested to discuss “mass poison- 
ing of more than 1,000 Palestinian school- 
girls” on the West Bank. 

The statement, referring by number to the 
Iraqi letter that promoted the private consul- 
tations, said: 

"The members of tbe Security Council 
request the secretary-general to conduct 
independent inquiries concerning the causes 
and effects of the serious problem of tbe 
reported cases of poisoning and urgently to 
report on tbe findings.” 

Mrs. Kirkpatrick did not accept any ques- 
tions from the reporters on tbe statement or 
tbe private talks that produced h. 

She had convened the consultations at 
2322 GMT on the 15-nation council's first 


Israeli delegate Yehuda Blum called the 
request “unjustified/* saying it implicitly cal- 
led into question “tire competence and integ- 
rity of medical teams already looking into the 
causes of tbe phenomenon.” 

U.N. observers interpreted Blum's state- 
ment as meaning that Israel would not coop- 
erate with an investigation team appointed by 
tbe Security Council. 

In a letter to Perez de Cuellar on Monday, 
Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat accused 
“racist Israeli occupation authorities” of 
being responsible for the mysterious “poison- 
ing” of hundreds of West Bank schoolgirls 
since March 20. He said tbe victims were 
threatened with “ sterilization and death.” 
Last Thursday, the 21-member U.N. Arab 
group, at a private meeting, agreed to press 
for a council meeting in response to a com- 
plaint from the PLO that Israel had used a 
poisonous substance against people in Jenin, 
Hass an Abdul Rahman, speaking for tbe 
FLO’S U.N. observer mission, told reporters 
then that the PLO wanted an investigation by 
an impartial medical committee formed by 
the United Nations.

Mubarak begins Japan tour 


TOKYO, April 5 (AP) - Egyptian Presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak arrived here Tuesday 
for a five-day visit to Japan, a nation which 
shares bis views on tbe path to peace in tbe 
Middle East and is one of Egypt’s most 
important sources of economic aid. 

Mubarak, tbe first Egyptian bead of state 
to officially visit Japan, is to meet Prime 
Minister Yasuiriro Nakasone Wednesday for 
talks expected to focus on the Middle East 

Accompanied by Foreign Minister Kamel 
Hassan Ali, Mubarak flew in from North 
Korea, where be stayed for one day following 
a visit to China. 

Both China and North Korea have good 
relations with Egypt and blame Israeli 
“aggression” for conflict in the Middle East 
crisis. Both nations also support the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. 

Japan supported the U.S.-initiated Camp 
David accord between Egypt and Israel and 
maintains proper relations with the Jewish 
state. But like Egypt, it bas condemned the 
Israeli invasion of Lebanon and tbe building 
of Jewish settlements in the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Japan’s views also coincide with Egypfs in 
welcoming peace Initiatives set forth at Fez, 
Morocco by Arab leaders and by U.S. Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan last year. 

Japan- has called for mutual recognition 
between Israel and the Arab states and for 
official involvement by the PLO in peace 
negotiations. 

Foreign Ministry officials said that during 


Mubarak’s stay, the government will prob- 
ably announce yen-based loans to Egypt for 
fiscal year 1982, expected to be around 50 
billion yen ($208 nuffion). 

In fiscal 1981, Japan provided Egypt with 
46 billion yen ($192 million) in loans, 4.16 
billion yen ($17 million) in grants and 1 bil- 
lion yen ($4.27 million) m technical coopera- 
tion.

He accused the Addis Ababa regime of 
involvement in attempts to 'destabilize neigh- 
boring countries including Somalia, Sudan 
and Kenya and said there were now 20,000 
Cuban “mercenaries” in Ethiopia. 

“Ethiopia is becoming the Cuba of 
Africa." Nur told a news conference here 
Monday, adding that the Ethiopians were 
receiving massive supplies of arms from tbe 
Soviet Union. 

But he said be believed tbe problems in the 
Hom of Africa “could be settled by the con- 
cerned parties through political means" if all 
“interventionist forces” in the area were 
withdrawn. 


Moscow warns of Israeli attack on Syria 


MOSCOW, April 5 (AP) - An Israeli 
parliamentarian writing in Pravda Tuesday 
took up Soviet accusations that Israel is plan- 
ning to attack Syria amid signs that tbe Krem- 
lin is seeking a more active role in tbe Middle 
East 

The Pravda article by Meir Vilner, bead of

The Iraqi facility had been open to interna- 
tional inspection and, provided this con 
tin ued, Wilson said there was no obvious 
danger of the Iraqis collecting a significant 
amount of weapons grade material.

GWELUTSHENA, Western Zim- 
babwe, April 5 {AFP) — The Zimbabwe 
Army’s Fifth Brigade is taking on a new role: 
that of friend and protector of the rural peas- 
ants of this area of northern Matabeleland. 

It is an about face for the elite Fifth 
Brigade, currently dreaded here for its brutal 
methods during its drive since mid-January to 
end the anti-government dissident problem. 
The unit is blamed by church groups and 
international aid organizations for the deaths 
of more than 1,000 civilians throughout the 
Matabeleland north province, including the 
Nkayi district here. 

Sunday's killings of white Sen. Paul Sav- 
age, his daughter and a British visitor took 
place near Gwanda in Matabeleland south, a 
province which the army had earlier said was 
under its control. Now the Fifth Brigade is 
settling in this Matabeleland north area as an 
occupier and wants to be seen as a positive 
force in the community. 

"We are now here to be friendly with the 
people, to protect them," said a lieutenant 
co mm ander of the Fifth Brigade touring the 
area during the holiday weekend with gov- 
ernment ministers speaking at political ral- 
lies. "Oh. things were a bit rough at first, but 


we have cleaned out from the area dissidents 
and their hard-core... Now we hope by show- 
ing our friendly side people will aid us, not the 
dissidents. We win show them we can bring 
safety, the dissidents can only bring trouble." 

The outgoing, talkative officer was a good 
example of the new image. He mixed among 
the crowd, speaking simple Ndebele and jok- 
ing with the people. He said that he and some 
of his men occasionally took meals with the 
local people, overcoming ethnic differences. 

The Fifth Brigade is almost entirely made 
up of Sbona-speaking supporters of Prime 
Minister Robert Mugabe’s ruling party while 
the people are part of the country’s 
Ndebele-speaking minority who largely fol- 
low the opposition party of Joshua Nkomo, 
now in London. 

Government minis ters Enos Nkala and 
Emmerson Munangagwa wound up the 
three-day holiday tour through the Nkayi dis- 
trict Sunday, saying they are encouraged that 
the peasants will now support the govern- 
ment instead of the dissidents, who are milit- 
ant extremists from Nkomo’ s party. 

The crowds of a few thousand at each of the 
1 1 rallies did seem to support the government 
as they cheered and clapped at the 


announcements of the end of the strict milit- 
ary dusk-to-dawn curfew and the resumption 
of food supplies and bus services to the 
drought-parched area.

''Nkomo attacks'

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Warsaw powers to propose peace regrets wrong murder

PRAGUE, April 5 (AFP) - Member 
states of the Warsaw Pact are expected to 
launch a “peace offensive" with the comple- 
tion of a non-belligerence agreement during 
a meeting here Wednesday and Thursday of 
the pact* s foreign ministers' committee, dip- 
lomats said. 

However, it was not certain that a final 
project would be published at the end of the 
Prague meeting, which is officially set for the 
first half of April, the sources added. The 
treaty plan was proposed at the last Warsaw 
Pact summit conference, held here on Jan. 4 
and 5. 

Western government reactions to the 
proposal were reserved although generally 
positive. The political declaration published 
at the close of the Prague summit spelled out 
some of the main points of the planned “tre- 
aty on non-use of force and the safeguarding 
of Pacific relations.” 

While the proposed treaty is aimed primar- 
ily at the North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
countries, ft is also open to all other 
interested nations. It stipulates that the sig- 
natories will not be the first to use either 
conventional or nuclear arms. 

Signers would also agree not to interfere 
with the movement of aerial, naval or spacec- 
raft passing through areas not under the 
jurisdiction of any country. Measures will be 
proposed for the prevention of surprise 
attacks, the development of military 


exchanges among countries and the rein- 
forcement of the collective security role of 
the United Nations. 

The agreement would not annul any 
country's individual or collective right to 
self-defense, as set forth in article 51 of the 
U.N. Charter. In addition to the elaboration 
of the projected treaty, the Prague minis- 
ters’ meeting is expected by observers here to 
issue a communique dealing with East-West 
relations. 

The ministers may also make new disar- 
mament proposals despite the rejection 
Saturday by Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko of U.S. President Ronald Reagan’s 
intermediate plan for Euromissile negotia- 
tions. 

During a press conference, Gromyko bad 
said that the proposal for fewer NATO 
Cruise and Pershing-2 missiles to be 
deployed on condition that Moscow reduce 
its arsenal of medium-range rockets was 
“unacceptable." 

Gromyko, whose stance was the most pre- 
cise of any taken by an East bloc country, said 
President Reagan's most recent proposals 
seriously erred in not taking into account 
Freucb and British nuclear missiles and U.S. 
planes carrying nuclear arms that are based in 
Europe or on carriers. 

He also said the proposals would force the 
Soviet Union to dismantle rockets stationed 
in Asia. 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland, April 5 
(AP) — The outlawed Irish Republican 
Army admitted Monday night it mistakenly 
killed a 45-year-old Protestant factory 
worker in his home and promised a full inves- 
tigation of what went wrong. 

In a statement issued here, the IRA said it 
regretted the killing of James McCormack 
aid offered sympathy to his family. Inspector 
Jim Craig, a police spokesman, said two 
gunmen shot McCormack as he watched 
television early Monday in his house in Ban- 
gor, west of Belfast. His wife, Margaret, who 
was shot in t he legs, was reported in satisfac- 
tory condition Monday night. 

Craig said detectives believe the killers 
mistook McCormack for an off-duty member 
of the security forces. Several police officers 
are believed to live near his home. Craig said 
McCormack had no connection with the sec- 
urity forces, but until two years ago worked as 
a uniformed security attendant at Belfast's 
Queen's University. 

In another incident, police reported that a 
Roman Catholic beaten by gang of youths 
died of his injuries. 

The IRA warned Saturday it will escalate 
attacks against security forces. Police warned 
Friday that the guerrillas were planning 
bombings and assassinations.

The slaying raised the known death toD 
from nearly 13 years of sectarian and political 
bloodshed to at least 2,286, 17 of them this 
year.

But resolutions calling for solidarity with 
nationalist IRA guerrillas fighting to end 
British rule in the strife-torn province were 
overwhelmingly defeated. 

Neil James, one of the leftist delegates, 
called for "the death of British troops” to 
Support the nationalist movement in Ireland. 
Another delegate, left-winger Richard 
Emmett from Lancashire in northern Eng- 
land, called for “solidarity with Irish Repub- 
licans fighting for a united Irish Republic.”

PEKING, April 5 (AP) — China strongly 
protested a U.S, decision granting political 
asylum to Chinese tennis star Hu Na on 
Monday and called it “a grave incident” that 
will harm Sino- American relations. 

The protest was issed in a statement by a 
Chinese Embassy spokesman in Washington 
and reported by the official Xinhua news 
agency here. 

“There simply does not exist any question 
of political persecution against her," the 
statement said. “The U.S. government has no 
grounds whatsoever to take this course of 
action.” 

The statement said the United States 
granted the tennis players asylum “in disre- 
gard of the Chinese side's repeated represen- 
tations and statements.'’ 

“This is a grave incident harming relations 


between the two conn tries and will certainly 
affect bilateral exchanges, and it is the U.S. 
Government atone which must be held fully 
responsible for the consequences.” 

A spokesman for the tennis association 
here said the decisi on “will definitely affect 
the cultural and sports exchanges between 
the two countries.” The information depart- 
ment of the Foreign Ministry had no immedi- 
ate comment. 

The decision, granting political asylum, 
which was announced in Washington Mon- 
day, turned aside appeals from China and cut 
off 8% months of diplomatic wrangling 
within the State Department over the foreign 
policy implications. ' 

The Chinese, who have been more vocal in 
this case than m any other defection, have 
demanded Miss Hu's return since July 20, 


when she slipped away from the 32-nation 
federation cup tournament in Santa Clara, 
California. She has said she acted after refus- 
ing to join the Communist Party and after 
receiving a threatening letter from a high 
Chinese official. 

Miss Hu said in a statement released by her 
attorneys that she is “very happy and 
relieved” to learn of the derision. “I want to 
thank the American people and the Ameri- 
can government for letting me remain in this 
country,' 1 she said. 

The Chinese had said the “innocent” 
teen-ager was lured into defecting, and 
denied she was under pressure to join the 
Communist Party. The Chinese also 
threatened to cut back on cultural exchanges 
if Miss Hu were granted asylum. 


Colombia denies selling relief supplies 


BOGOTA, Colombia, April 5 (AP) — A 
spokesman for the Colombian Red Cross 
emergency relief office said Monday the 
organization has received none of the medi- 
cal supplies donated by the United States for 
earthquake victims, but -a government min- 
ister denied they were being sold. 

Roman Catholic church officials and wit- 
nesses have said some of the relief supplies 
left with the Colombian Army for distribu- 
tion were being sold to the homeless in the 
stricken city of Pop ay an. Communications 
Minister Bernardo Ramirez told the Associ- 


ated Press, “that information is absolutely 
false." 

On Monday night, several hours after the 
comment by the emergency relief spokes- 
man, Red Cross headquarters in Bogota 
issued a communique saying “all the food, 
drugs, tents, electric power systems, etc. that 
axe received from inside and outside the 

country are distributed free of charge to vic- 
tims who have identification, according to the 
rational use of the resources. We certify that 
any information which says otherwise is inex- 
act” 
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It added, “all donors may be sure that their 
aid, so welcome at this time, only benefits and 
will continue to benefit those who truly need 
h.” 

Carlos Ismael Meza, a retired army 
lieutenant working with the civil defense 
agency in Popayan, 235 miles southwest of 
Bogota, was asked about the medical supplies 
and he said military authorities feared they 
would fell into the hands of leftist guerrillas. 

U.S. Air Force planes delivered 6,000 
tents and 25 tons of medicine and hospital 
equipment to Colombia last Friday. 24 hours 
after the quake devastated the southern city 
of 200,000 residents, killing at least 240 per- 
sons, injuring hundreds and leaving three- 
quarters of the population homeless. 

The Red Cross has seen none of the medi- 
cal aid, and the army has said nothing about 
delivering it to the Red Cross, a spokesman 
for Carlos Martinez, director of emergency 
relief for the agency, told the AP. 

He also said the army had delivered to the 
Red Cross only two dozen of the 6,000 tents. 

CoL Jose Garzon, director of public rela- 
tions for the Defense Ministry, was not in his 
office and did not return a telephone call 
from the Associated Press. 

The Roman Catholic archbishop of 
Popayan, SSverio Buitrago, told reporters 
Sunday that tents meant for quake relief vic- 
tims are being sold for as much as $400. 
Dozens of refugees told an AP reporter ear- 
lier that individuals offered the tents for sale 
for up to $100. 


HOLLYWOOD, Fonda. April 5 (AP) — 
A sailboat carrying 29 Haitians was escorted 
to port Monday by a U.S. Coast Guard patrol 
boat and the passengers were turned over to 
immigration officials, authorities said. 

Some of the Haitians told Coast Guard 
officials that the boat had been at sea for two 
weeks and that the passengers had gone a 
week without food or water. Coast Guard 
spokesman Mike Kelley said. 

The 20-fo6t handmade wooden sailboat 
was spotted taking on W8ter about 100 yards 
off Dania Beach, a patrol boat was dis- 
patched in Fort Lauderdale, and a party 
boarded the vessel, officials said. 

Alter the boat docked in Fort Lauderdale, 
the 21 men, five women and three chidren 
were taken to a processing center near 
Miami, $aid Beverly McFarland, spokesman 
for the Immigration and Naturalization Ser- 
vice. 

She said the group would receive medical 
checkups and treatment if necessary. Each 
person will be interviewed “about who they 
are. how they got here and details of their 
trip," she added. 

“We have not yet determined where they 
came from,” Ms. McFarland said. “There are 
three places the boat could have come from: 
The Bahamas, Cuba or Haiti. We really don't 
know yet which of the places the boat came 
from."

ZURICH, April 5 (Agencies) — The Gen- 
eral secreta ry o f tbe International Football 
Federation (FIFA), Joseph Blatter, Tuesday 
warned Mexico against thinking tbe 1986 
World Cup finals were ’in the bag.' 

FIFA's special committee appeared to kill 
off' thie bids of Canada and the U.S. last 
week when it said it would pursue only the 
Mexican application. But Blatter said the 
executive committee, which meets in Stock- 
holm on May 20, could conceivably reject all 
three American applications and added the 
the stage would then revert to Europe.

LONDON, April 5 (R) — Like the 
queue-jumper who elbows his way onto a 
packed bus only to find there is an empty one 
right behind, Zbigniew Boniek may end up 
wishing he had waited just a little longer.

For although 
Juventus boasted six of the Italian World Cup 
winning side and had enticed the elegant 
Frenchman Michel Platini from St Etienne, 
there appeared to be plenty of room onboard 
for one of the world’s most explosive mark- 
smen. 

One glance at the new-look team-sheet 
was enough to convince Juventus fans that 
manager Giovanni Trapattoni was the great- 
est architect since Michelangelo. In reality, 
however, Trapattonf s creation has borne lit- 
tle resembtana: to the original concept. Paolo 
Rossi and company have seldom reproduced 
their World Cup form, while the flame- 
haired Boniek has failed to set Italy alight 
The league championship, which was 
regarded as a foregone conclusion at the start 
of tire campaign, will almost certainly go to 
Roma although Juventus have reached the 
quarterfinals of the Italian Cup. But the 


domestic Cup does not enjoy the same pre- 
stige as in other European nations and Juven- 
lus 5 reputation will be at stake against Wid- 
zew. 

The Poles, of course, will not treat the 
Italian champions lightly. Juventus have kept 
their best for the European Cup and in the 
last round they helped end England's six-year 
grip on tbe trophy when they crushed holders 
Aston Villa 5-2 on aggregate. 

However, although Widzew have lost

Smolarek, the inspiration behind their shock

Hamburg’s Austrian coach Ernst Happel 
watched Real defeat Barcelona and said he

Happel* s only injury doubt is hardworking 
23-year-old midfielder Wolfgang Rolff, who 
made his international debut in the disap- 
pointing 1-0 defeat against Portugal in Lis- 
boa in February. Rolff is recovering from a 
knee injury bat should be fit to take his place 
in a team which is currently two points clear 
of old rivals Bayern in the championship race. 

Real Madrid, champions of Europe on a 
record six occasions, will beegnying^pain’s 
hopes in the CupwmnersV^up when they 
travel to meet Austria Vienna. Hie presence 
of Real would add some much needed glamor 
to the final in Gothenberg on May 11 and 
they will be eager to restore national pride 
following the Austrian’s victory over Bar- 
celona in the quarterfinals.

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As Charles earns ’em NCAA, pennant with a second to go 

Wolf pack’s dream comes true

ALBUQUERQUE, New Mexico, April 5 
(AP) — Lorenzo Charles’ dunk shot with one 

second re mainin g fulfilled North Carolina 
State’s impossible dream Monday night, giv- 
ing the Wolfpack a 54-52 victory over top- 
ranked Houston for the NCAA Basketball 
Championship. 

Charles, a 6-foot-7 (1.9m) sophomore, 
grabbed a 30-foot (9 m) shot by Dereck 
Whittenburg with four seconds remaining 
that fell short, and stuffed it home. 

The Wolfpack, champions of die Atlantic 
Coast Conference (ACC), became the first 
team to win the U.S. National title in a season 
in which it lost 10 games. The old mark was 
nine, by Indiana in 1981. North Carolina 
State had taken time out with 44 seconds 


Once again it was a pulsating comeback for 
the Wolfpack, something that has marked 
most of their games in postseason play. The 
1 6th-ranked Wolfpack, coached by Jim Val- 
vano, came from behind in the Atlantic Coast 
Conference to beat Wake Forest, defending 
national champion North Carolina in over- 
time and Virginia. 

They did the same in the NCAA playoffs. 
They rallied to beat Pepperdine in overtime, 
came from behind to defeat Nevada-Las 
Vegas, Utah and Virginia and then held on to 
knock off Georgia. “He (Whittenburg) took 
a dream shot. He had not played up to his 
potential, but he made the biggest shot of his 
life," VaJvano said.

North Carolina State led Houston by 10 
points late in the first half and was in from 
33-25 at the intermission.

7-foot Akeem Abdul Olajuwon’s eight 
points and five by Benny Anders. That gave 
the Cougars a 42-35 lead, their biggest 
advantage. 

Then the Wolfpack’ s outride shooting 
game came alive, with Whittenburg, Gannon 
and Sidney Lowe all connecting from more 
than 20 feet out. Still, Clyde Drexler's two 
free throws with 3:19 remaining had the 
Cougars up 52-46. Then, Lowe hit a 22- 
footer. Houston's Michael Young missed the 
front end of a one- and -one with 2:55 to go. 

"We talked all year about being in a posi- 
tion to win,” said Valvano, a national champ 
in his third season as the Wotfpack’s coach. 
"If you're in a position to win, you can win by 
putting them on the foul line." 

That was the key in the late stages. Hous- 
ton couldn’t make its foul shots and N.C. 
State capitalized. Whittenburg, a 6-1 senior 
who missed 14 games during tbe season with 
a foot injury, drilled in two straight jumpers 
from dose range to finally tie the score with 
1:S9 remaining. 

Houston, bidding to become the first 
Southwest Conference team ever to win the 
national tide, had an opportunity to go 
ahead. But freshman guard Alvin F ranklin 
missed tbe first of a one-and- three and North 
Carolina state took over. 

Valvano then called a time out with 44 
seconds re maining , setting the stage for one 
of the greatest upsets in college basketball 
history. Benny Anders, a hero off the bench 
in the Cougar^ semifinal victory, barely mis- 
sed a steal with less than 10 seconds remain- 
ing. Whittenburg controlled the ball, spun 
around and let fly the shot which led to 
Charles’ winning stuff. 

The triumph denied the national champ- 
ionship for Houston coach Guy Lewis, who 
had his team in the final four for the fourth 
time in his 27 years at the Texas school.

Noah, a 22-year-old from Paris who is 
France’s No. 1 player, broke the opponent's 
serve once in each set to down Gerulaitis 6-3, 
6-4. Both finalis ts served several aces and 
chiefly played from the baseline. Noah 
moved into the final through a 9-5 victory 
over home veteran Adriano Panatta. While, 
Gerulaitis, 28, defeated Paraguayan Victor

Wadkins streaks away 
with Greensboro title 


GREENSBORO, North Carolina, April 5 
(AP) — r arm y Wadkins turned back any 
would-be challengers with a late string of 
three consecutive birdies that propelled him 
to a 5-under-par 67 and a comfortable, five- 
stroke victory Monday in tbe rain-delayed 
windup of tbe Greater Greensboro Open 
Golf Tournament. 

Wadkins, a former PGA champion, 
claimed his first victory of tbe year -and the 
11th of Ms career with a 275 total. 13 strokes 
under par on the Forest Oaks Country Club 
course. 

The triumph was worth $72,000 from the 
total purse of $400,000 and sent Wadkins to 
Augusta, Georgia as tlx: No. 3 money-winner 
of the season with $136,773 and a prime 
candidate for tbe prestigious Masters title. 

Wadkins started tbe final round in a 
three-way tie for tbe lead with Craig Stadler, 
who will defend Ms Masters title later this 
week, and Denis Watson, a native of 
Rhodesia now living is South Africa. Wad- 
kins moved in front with a birdie -4 on tbe 
second bole and held the lead the rest of the 
way. 

Stadler still had a chance until he missed 
short birdie putts, both inside six feet (1 .8 m), 
on the 14th and 15th. That was tbe opening 
Wadkins wanted and be took full advantage 
of it He birdied tbe 15th from the fringe, 
made it from about 20 feet on the 16th and 
chipped in from off the green for a third con- 
secutive birdie on the 17th. 

Stadler and Watson tied for second at 280, 
each matching par 72 in the warm, sunny 
weather. Tommy Nakajima, the leading 


mooey-winoer on the Japanese tour last 
year, was alone at 281 with a closing 71. He 
was followed by Bobby dampen, 72-282, 
and Nick Faldo of England, 70-283. 

Tbe group at 284 included Bob Eastwood, 
Peter Oosterhuis and PhO Hancock. East- 
wood and Oosterhuis each bad a last-round 
72, Hancock 73. Gary Player of South Africa 
shot a 74 in the final round of bis first Ameri- 
can tournament of the season and was at 294._ 

Wadkins, who lost a playoff for the title in 
the Tucson Tournament that kicked off the 
1983 campaign, was in control all tbe way. 
After reaching tbe turn in 35, good enough to 
provide him with a one-shot lead, be pulled 
away with a birdie on the 10th and remained 
two in front when be came out of a bunker to 

tap-in distance for bixdie-4 on the 13th. 

Trailing by two, Stadler had a chance to 
make up some lost ground, but failed cm a 
six-foot putt (1 ,8m) on the 14th. On the 15th, 
Stadler had fr about two feet from the Sag and 
Wadkins was in tbe fringe.

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VIETNAMESE THREAT 

Vietnamese troops occupying Cambodia have 
i dvdrspiUed into Thailand which used to give aid and 
comfort to rebel groups resisting the Vietnamese. 
China is also helping to bog down the invaders. 
Other countries, Western included, are extending 
assistance to make the Vietnamese stay in Cam- 
bodia difficult, to say the least. A war is in the 
offing. 

The Vietnamese have been fighting for several 
decades first to liberate and unify their country, 
then occupied by the French, before they turned 
against the Americans who replaced the French in 
what was called South Vietnam. 

After their stupendous victory over the Ameri- 
cans, they became conceited and imagined them- 
selves the superpower of the region which China did 
not like and showed its dislike by marc hing into 
Cambodia, “to teach the invaders a lesson” which 
they soon forgot 

In the meantime, T hailan d has taken the brunt of 
the invasion because it is both a sanctuary for 
refugees as well as for rebels escaping the Vietnam- 
ese dragnet. At the same time, it is being used by the 
West as a conduit for supplies to the various resis- 
tance groups. 

Finally the war has caught up with it, as the Viet- 
namese entrench themselves inside Thai borders 
heralding a possible new war in Southeast Asia. 
Since Thailand is linked with other states in 
ASEAN, the war may assume bigger dimensions. 
Vietnam has to take full responsibility for its mis- 
chief in that part of the world. 

SLICK SEMANTICS 

The grave threat of widespread pollution in the 
Gulf will continue because Iran and Iraq have dis- 
agreed on semantics. 

Iraq, it may be remembered, offered “a limited 
ceasefire to allow neutral experts to stem wide- 
spread pollution of the Gulf.” Iran, on the other 
hand, said Iraq “should give safe conduct to repair 
crews standing by to cap the two damaged offshore 
platforms in a dangerous war zone.” 

So what is the difference between the two view- 
points? Safe conduct implies and entails a limited 
ceasefire, for without a ceasefire there could be no 
safe conduct. Iran has deliberately stalled became it 
wants to politicize the slick and bring pressure on 
Iraq, by other regional states, to meet its own 
demands. The slick, in short, is being used as a new 
weapon now that it has effectively lost its air force 
and navy while its army is unable to cross over into 
Iraq. 

With 5,000 barrels of filthy crude pouring into a 
narrow channel Like the Strait of Hormiiz, Iran is 
being dangerously unreasonable as its actions are 
threatening the lives of people who have done it no 
harm. They have already done immense damage to 
marine life, which may take years to undo.

they invariably concoct some vicious and malicious 
words such as “political swindlers,” “capitalist 
readers,” “poisonous weeds,” and “gang of four” 
etc., in order to “struggle the enemy down, struggle 
him until he collapses, and struggle him until he 
stinks.” These jargons are particularly effective in 
large-scale movements. For instance, the term 
“gang of four” has isolated Chiang Ch’ing, Chang 
Ch’un-ch’iao, Yao Wen-yuan, and Wang Hung- 
wen from the Chinese Co mmunis ts as a whole and 
made them appear to be “the people's enemy." 

To be concise, the term “united front,” when 
used by the Chinese Communists, means to form an 
alliance with all the forces that can be “united,” and 
to organize them into a camp of “uniformity” and 
then employ all possible means of struggle against 
the enemy. When there are too many enemies that 
cannot be struck down all at once, then narrow the 
target area and “unite” with the “secondary 
enemies- to get rid of the “principal enemy’'; and 


capitalism, feudalism, etc. It is safe to say that the 
Chinese Communists have adopted and invented 
more such jargons than their comrades elsewhere, 
because they needed them to communicate mostly 
with peasants and workers. As the latter are usually 
not well educated, these terms were purposely 
couched in simplistic, ambiguous, but inflaming 
phrases in order to incite them. Furthermore, as the 
Chinese Communist need to use the peasants and 
workers to propagate their doctrine, simple and 
sentimental catchwords have proved much more 
effective than sophisticated ones. Hence, such 
expressions as “the poor and downtrodden on the 
top,” “lean to one side,” etc. 

Furthermore, when the Chinese Communists 
struggle against their enemy within or without, and 
for the purpose of concealing their own plots, dis- 
torting feds, exaggerating the enemy’s crimes, and 
inflaming popular sentiments against the enemy. 


’ When the enemy is tqo strong to be defeated by 
frontal attacks, methods of infiltration are to be 
used to induce divisiveness within the enemy’s 
camp, to create subversion, and to start guerrilla 
warfare so as to weaken .the enemy until the latter 
can be destroyed by a coup de grace. AH these are 
covered under the simple term “united front” 
Furthermore, methods to carry out the “united 
front” stratagem can be changed to suit the specific 
environments and situations, including “peace 
offensive,” for instance, while the goal remains con- 
stant struggle against the enemy until the latter 
collapses or stinks. 

The Chinese Communists have been continu- 
ously clamoring for the “liberation of Taiwan." But 
even in their “peace offensives” launched every 
now and then, they have never excluded the possi- 
bility of using force. Whenever they believe they 


have the capability, they will not hesitate to use 
force. Otherwise, they will resort to “ united front” 
warfare. 

In 1949, after the seizure of the Chinese main- 
land, the Chinese Communists tried to take Kinmen 
by force but were soundly defeated on the beaches 
of Kuningtou; and in 1958, following the conclu- 
sion of their military intervention in the Korean 
War, the Chinese Communists subjected Kinmen 
to the heaviest artillery bombardment in military 
history of the world, but they failed to attain their 
objective. At the same time, they suffered humiliat- 
ing losses in air battles over the Taiwan Straits with 
the Republic of China Air Force. Since then, they 
have ceased in their threat to“bloodwash Taiwan.” 

Recently, Western diplomats in mainland China 
said they have seldom heard anybody talk about 
“liberating Taiwan,” nor have they found anybody 
enthuriastic about Taiwan's “return to the father- 
land” under “peaceful unification.” The ordinary 
people on the mainland are amply not interested in 
such questions. When asked, the peasants and 
workers usually said they have he&ril people . m 
Taiwan are living better than they themselves; and 
what they are most interested in is a better life with 
more rations of daily necessities. The educated 
youths there have somewhat different views of their 
own. They believe that it is impossible to have 
“peace talk" with Taiwan because no one would 
give up a better life for the sake of so-called 
“unity.” Likewise, they also believe that Taiwan 
cannot make the Communists repudiate their 
ideology and system. Thus, “peace talk” is nothing 
but a kind of idle talk. 

The Chinese Communists have recently taken a 
low profile approach toward the Republic of China, 
saying that if Taiwan agrees to talk peace, they 
would not ask Taiwan to change its system currently 
in use. Taiwan, they said, may keep its current way 
of life, even its army. But to a demand that the

U.S. dismissal of German left may prove costly

LOS ANGELES — 

While the Reagan administration’s euphoric 
reaction to the recent victory of the Qrristian 
Democrats in West Germany is understandable, 
that response poses a serious threat to our interests 
in Europe. It is crucial to recaB that the fondamea- 
tal basis of our alliance with the Federal Republic of 
Germany, arguably the most important country in 
Western Europe both economically and strategi- 
cally, has rested for a quarter-century on a firm 
consensus of the middle that included both the 
Christian Democrats and the Soda! Democrats. 

This bipartisan agreement in West Germany con- 
cerning the broad contours of its foreign policy, 
especially as to the United States and the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation, has run into minor 
difficulties lately. In order to prevent irreversible 
damage, the United States should refrain from dis- 
counting the Social Democrats in its policy calcula- 
tions. It would be a shortsighted error on our part to 
view the center-right victory of March 6 as a man- 
date to further alienate the center-left. The Social 
Democrats may seem in disarray and weake n ed by 
defeat, but they are likely to return to power in the 
not-so-distant future. 

Although we cannot — and should not — 
determine the Social Democratic Party’s internal 
development, our actions over the next few years 
wiD greatly influence what land of party it wiD be: 
the Atiantiast, pro-America n party that we have 


known since the late 1950s, or the neutralist, anti- - 
NATO party of the early 1950s. This is what we 
should consider when we are tempted to nostalgi- 
cally extol Helmut Kohl's victory as a return to toe 
blissful years of Konrad Adenauer's rule in the 
1950s. It is precisely because die 1980s are not the 
1950s that we need the Social Democrats on our 
side. 

In order to regain the confidence and trust of 
large segments of the Social Democratic Party and 
thereby solidify the broad Atiantidst consensus in 
German foreign policy, we must make it dear to the 
German people that we genuinely care about their 
immediate and long-term future. The Reagan 
administration's hawkish posturing in defense pol- 
icy and its one-sided approach to economic prob- 
lems have left many Germans, and not just suppor- 
ters of the Social Democrats, puzzled and some- 
what perturbed That, however, in no way means 
that the fundamentally pro-American feelings 
among most Germans, including Social Democrats, 
have disappeared over the last two years. 

We will have to deal with the Federal Republic • 
quite differently today than we (fid three decades 
ago. Above all, this means that we must accept the 
changed conditions in Germany. It was with Ameri- 
can help that the Federal Republic became an 
economic giant Subsequently, we were pleased 
that, under the stewardship off the Social Democ- 
rats, West Germany grew into one of the leading 
and most respected actors in the family of nations. 


But, for the partnership to continue on an equal and 
healthy basis, we will need the continued support of 
a broad segment of the German political spectrum. 
That must include toe Social Democrats. 

The Soda! Democratic Party is at a crossroads. 
Many of its old leaders are about to retire from 
active political life, or will do so in the next few 
years. The next step in our defense and economic 
policies will inevitably help shape the internal 
debates within the party: if we refram from jingoism 
in our dialogue with the Soviet Union, make a sin- 
cere and effective effort to reach some type of 
agreement with the Soviets in Geneva on medium- 
range missiles and stop interfering wSh^tbe course of 
German economic development, we will help the 
stilT predominant but somewhat shaky Atiantidst 
wing within the Social Democratic Party. 

Such a course would certainly benefit our rela- 
tionship with Germany in the short run and have 
major consequences for the United States and tile 
NATO alliance in the long run. Given that the 
Christian Democrats are unlikely to be able to cope 
with Germany’s high level of unemployment, it 
! would not be surprising if the Social Democrats 
made a speedier comeback than many observers are 
expectin g. (LAT)

Chittagong retains the spirit of

bHAKA — The deep jungle valleys in the 
Cuttagong Hills of Bangladesh, r unnin g 
afcng tixe Burmese border, are a ren dez vou s 
oisoroe of tbe most primitive tribes in the 
wjrld. Here in the heart of tbe Sundarbans 
forest one comes across a little-known group 
<f people who stQl lead a life a inn to nature, 
ping about almost naked in their serene sur- 
pumhngs, and are mortally afraid of meeting 
any one from the civilized world. Commonly 
mown as the Murungs, these primitive folk 
jardy come out of their forest enclaves, ««H 
are perhaps the happiest lot of humanity still 
basking in the pristine glow of a bygone age. 

I The entire Mtming population of about 
,20,000 to 22,000 persons lies scattered in 
jthese remote jungle valleys, with small set- 
j tiements of 10 to IS families each, nestled 
j amidst steep hills, interspersed by numerous 
' i rivulets and streams. Tbe approach to their 
j settlements becomes all the more difficult 
during heavy monsoons when the narrow 
. mud tracks, snaking through the forest, get 
' slippery and dangerous, with the result that 
r the entire area is totally cut off from the out- 
r side world for a good part of tbe year. 

These valleys provide shelter to some 
300,000 hillmen belonging to various tribes 
of the Tibetan or Burmese origin. Some of 
them, like the Cbakmasand Mogbs, are com- 
paratively progressive and live mostly by the 
riverbanks. The least known, being the most 
primitive of all, live in highly inaccessible 
hills, ami number not more than a few 
hundred each. These are known as the Ban- 
jogis and Pankus. 

Tbe Murungs are found to have a uniform 
style of houses, dress, food, customs and 
manners. They speak a dialect of their own, 
have their own dances, music and love songs, 
and follow a rigid code of morals, without 
professing any particular faith. They depend 
on I peculiar system of agriculture, known as 
fluxmuug, and with the exception of salt, 
keitotene oil and a few other essentials of life, 
theyixe self-sufficient in their needs. They do 
not have any c raft smen or artisans, builders 
or carpenters, blacksmiths or potters, weav- 
ers <k barbers in their society, and, thus, each 
family does everything for itself, getting the 
belp'af neighbors, only in building a house or 
fmjhoiuungi 

. As the Murungs live under the joint famil y 
sysfem, they have to build large enough 
ixxftes to accommodate separately each mar- 
ried couple in the family. The entire house is 
constructed on a strong bamboo platform, 
nape > to twelve feet high, as a protection 
a^inst floods- and beasts. The structure con- 
sift plainly oif bamboo, and wooden logs are 
uscdbnly as pillars to support the roof. Each

, and the attached living rooms each of about 
15»S .feet dimensions. Tbe courtyard 
attached to* the hall is also squarish, ranging 
between 2Q and 25 feet ou either ride and 
protected by a four to five feet high bamboo 
sprecn. A, thick tree trunk is shaped into a 
rough step-ladder leading to tbe main entr- 
ance- of the hall which is used as a common 
sitting, working and sleeping room for tbe 
whole family excepting the married couple, 
whq'live and deep separately in the attached 
rooms. The courtyard is used for drying 
paddy qr other commodities in the sun, gin- 
ning cotton or relaxing in the cool evenings. 

Accafner of the hall is reserved for cooking. 
Another corner is for storing drinking water 
in small pitchers made of pumpkin or gourd. 
Fbrth£ storage of grain mid other products, 
each sjttached room has a large, round bin 
made of cane and bamboo. Each bin can eas- 
ily contain about a ton of paddy or other 
ax ys^fo r the family’s needs for the year. 

Although the Murungs are agriculturists by 
profession, they are not used to plow- 
cukivation and practice their traditional 
method ofjhooming in raising the crops. This 
is a fnimitive method of cultivation in which 
an area of the forest Ls selected, cleared of the 
jimfelfr' gro w th, which is allowed to dry in the 
son ami thereafter set on fire before the mon- 
~«tos®JThe ground is then cleared of the 
debris, and as soon as the first showers fall 
and; soak the soil, it is planted with mixed 
seeds of paddy, cotton, maize, sesamum, 
pum pkins, melons, chillies and tobacco. The 
seeds are all put together in a basket from 
winch the sower deposits each seed as it 
rotates to his hand into small holes in the 
ground which be makes with a sharp instru- 
ment, without caring which one he is drop- 
ping where. The quantity of the paddy seeds, 
is, however, much more than the other seeds 
a tiie basket, as rice is their staple food and 
they want to grow more of it. The ashes of 
burnt trees serve as natural manure and the 
heavy monsoons provide life-giving water to 
tiie crops. The maiw* ripens by tbe middle of 
August; the vegetables and grains are har- 
vested in September, and the cotton and 
tobacco are brought home in November and 
December. This method of cultivation entails 
greater labor and incessant care, as tbe young 

plants have to be constantly weeded and 
guarded a gainst tbe depredations of wild 
beasts and birds. The outturn is uncertain 
because the crop depends on the right quan- 
tity of rainfall at proper time and may totally 
fell if there is a drought or unusual flood. A 
successful jftoem crop, however, provides as 
much as three to four times the normal needs 
of family. 

As a practice, tbe Murung women work 
harder than their menfolk and, therefore, 
according to their customs, a guTs age must 
be more than thar of the boy at the time of 
their marriage. The idea behind this practice 
is flat the newly married woman should be of 
greater help to both her husband and his fam-

on the couple itself. It is customary for the 
eligible bachelors in the settlement to fre- 
quent the house of a young maiden and spend 
Iong-evenmg hours with her, chatting and 
si ngin g together in the presence of her par- 
ents.

For the wedding, the bride has to go to the 
house of tbe groom along with the elders of 
her village and her father. No female member 
is allowed to accompany her and no special 
dress, excepting the usual wrap, is worn by 
the bride at the time of marriage. Her face is 
decorated with large round patches of scarlet 
color on the cheeks and the forehead, with 
lips and teeth stained pinkrose, the hair tied 
on top in the form of a bun decorated with 
flowers or glass-beads, and wearing strings of 
colorful beads around her neck. Bangles, 
armlets, anklets and girdles made of 
aluminum or cheap white metal, purchased 
from the forest bazaar run by non- hillman , 
may be worn by the girl if she possesses them. 
The only distinction between the bride and 
other unmarried girls is that she has to have 
her palms painted red. 

The marriage ceremony is conducted by an 
elder of the groom's village. The ceremony is 
very simple: both bride and the bridegroom 
are seated amidst tbe wedding party. An 
elder of the groom’s village then ties a black 
cotton thread, containing a small bit of the 
right ear of a freshly slaughtered animal, 
around tiie right wrist of both bride and 
bridegroom. A similar thread, con taining a 
bit each of the animal's ear, is then pot 
around tbe wrists of others present on the 
occasion. After this ceremony, a fine paste of 
turmeric and rice is made with water and 
applied by the same person as a finger mark 
on the forehead* 

The Murungs are, nevertheless, very fond 
of music and dance. Their orchestra com- 
prises a two-sided drum played by hands, and 
a number of wind instruments of different 
sizes, varying in length from 6 inches to 12 
feet, each fined into a pumpkin base. Each 
instrument contains a number of pipes, die 
smaller ones made from the reed and the 
larger ones from the bamboo. The overall 
effect is of soft drone, punctuated with the 
beats of the dram. 

There are few special occasions among the 
Murungs for dancing and music. They have 
just one festival in tbe year when the jkoom 
crop is gathered and the rich amongst them 
kill a cow and feed their neighbors to the 
accompaniment of dancing. 

The cow-killing ceremony, caRedJumkmg, 
is conducted in an open field near the village 
where the cow is tied to a thick stake. The 
young maidens and youth then dance in a 
circle around the animal, throwing spears or 
shooting arrows at it, every now and then. 
The tempo of music and dance increases as 
tbe animal writhes in pain, and the ceremony 
continues until it finally collapses and dies of 
wounds. It is then skinned and eaten away, 
half cooked, on the same spot.

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Testing new weapons

Attention average American family: 
Twenty thousand of your tax dollars will be 
used in the next five years to pay for tbe 
Reagan administration’ s proposed $1 .6 tril- 
lion military buildup. And, as Time 
magazine’s fascinating cover story on 
defense spending points out, a hunk of your 
twenty grand will be squandered on 
weapons that don't work! 

The magazine cites many reasons for 
waste, but emphasizes “a slavish devotion 
by tbe military to high technology," and the 
Pentagon’s habit of producing costly and 
complicated weapons that haven’t been 
adequately tested. 

“Haven't been adequately tested!” you 
exclaim, virions of 1983 tax forms floating 
before your eyes. 

That’s right Tests, say Time, may be 
arranged under optimum conditions by the 
very brass and businessmen who have 


ruin the device. _ 

“(b) The above defect can be especially 
grave when, as happens one time out of ten. 
Bushwhacker's computer glitches and sends 
it back to its own base. 

“(c) Antenna “branches” cannot distin- 
guish between human and animal contact 
Under combat conditions more than half of 
the Bushwhackers were detonated by cows, 
horses, deer, and rabbits. Equally serious, 
dogs urinating on tbe “bush'’ cause Bush- 
whacker to short-circuit and burn — an 
event that would almost certainly create 
suspicion in tbe enemy camp.

But then several systems are activated by 
computers that make it possible for tbe 
warhead, after it separates from the boos- 
ter, to bury itself silently near the enemy’s 
command center and instantly sprout a 
realistic looking “bush.” 

“The “branches" of this false bush are 
actually antennas, which are capable of 
picking up conversations within a mfle and 
relaying them back to U.S. military intellig- 
ence via satellite. 

“Bushwhacker is designed to destroy 
itself — and anyone within 30 meters — if 
one of the “branches” is touched. 

“Several problems turned up, however, 
when Bushwhacker was tested in combat 
conditions at the insistence of a congres- 
sional committee. It will take another $3.7 
billion to correct the following flaws: 

“(a) Bushwhacker explodes on impact 
nearly one-third of the time, which would 
, ruin the element of stealth even if it didn’t 


wing aircraft), the army decided to provide 
lift for the 200-ton Pegasus with a combina- 
tion of helicopter rotors on top and jet 
engines, below and behind. 

“The army and manufacturers reported 
that Pegasus worked ‘extremely welF, but a 
number of defects surfaced when a congres- 
sional committee, pressured by the next- 
of-kin of soldiers in Pegasus units, forced 
full field trials under combat conditions:

“(c) Pegasus was indeed submersible (as 
a matter of fact, it sank like a stone 
whenever winds rose above three knots), 
bat once on the bottom it was unable to 
move. Cost of an underwater propulsion 
system, which bad been overlooked: $2.6 
billion.’* 


Chile's dissidents live in internal exile

CARAHUE, Chile (LAT) — There is 
nothing about this quaint village at tbe edge 
of Chile’ s southern lakes country that resem- 
bles a prison, but Carlos Lopez Vila is as 
isolated here as he would be if he were behind 
bars. 

Lopez Vila, a 59-year-old construction 
worker, is a “relegado,” a political prisoner 
sentenced to three years of internal exile. 

Since the military seized power 10 years 
ago, Gen. Augusto Pinochet’s regime has 
devised several kinds of punishment for its 
opponents. In the early days people were 
sometimes killed. Some simply disappeared. 
Now, punishment is more likely to be in the 
form of imprisonment, temporary detention 
or “relegation," judicial banishment to some 
remote part of Chile or to another country. 

There are, according to human rights 
organizations here, 34,000 to 36,000 
Chileans in exile overseas. In a brief period 
toward the end of last year, 1,200 demons- 
trators were arrested and held in jail for up to 
20 days. Only about 10 percent of them were 
charged and only 10 percent of those who 
were tried were convicted. 

“The punishment for most dissidents is tbe 
arrest Itself," said a diplomat. “That and 
being in the tender hands of the CNL” he 
added, referring to Chile’s investigative 
police, an agency with a reputation for brutal- 
ity- 

Numerically, the relegados in Chile are a 
relatively small group, slightly more than 
1,000 in all since the September 1973, coup. 
But they serve as a constant reminder pf what 
can happen to anyone who dissents from 
Pinochet’s authoritarian policies. 

The isolation and loneliness, along with 
the long-lasting effects of being branded an 
opponent of the regime, underscore the 
harshness of a system that punishes people 
for such offenses as “illegal associations.” It 
was this offense that brought VUa, an ack- 
nowledged “militant Communist,’’ to 
Carahue, which lies about 1,500 mites south 
of his home in Iquique. 


The Communist Party is banned in Chile, 
and membership or association with party 
members is unlawful. Relegation is applied 
only in cases involving such political, non- 
violent acts. 

In Vila’s case, he said, he was also detained 
in secret for five days, and during those five 
days, be said, he was beaten and tortured. 
This, he said, was followed by six months’ 
imprisonment in s x different places, then 
relegation beginning on Dec. 14, 1981. 

About 65 miles southeast of Carahue, in 
the small market town of Pitrufquen, another 
relegado is serving ont his time — a 27-year- 
old former student named Fernando Jara. 
Jara and his brother were arrested on Dec. 
12, 1981, as they arrived in their home city of 
Antofagasta on a bus from Santiago. They 
were charged with possessing illegal material, 
magazines and pamphlets published by the 
Socialist Party, whitii like the Communist 
Party is outlawed. 

Jara’s story is similar to that of Lopez VUa 
and other dissidents arrested by the CN1 — 
interrogation and torture. 

The use of electric shock to punish ami 
force confessions has been developed to an 
advanced level by the Chilean police. 
According to Jara, Lopez Vila and other vic- 
tims, the primary instrument is tbe “parril- 
lada,” Spanish for barbecue grill. 

In this case, the parrillada is a naked metal 
bed frame, electrically wired, to which the 
victim is strapped. Electric connections are 
attached to feet and genitals. Water is poured 
over the body and the current is switched on. 
The result is a violent bucking and thrashing 
of the body. If the process is carried out skill- 
fuBy, the victim is painfully stunned but no 
marks are left on the body. 

For most relegados, the torture ended with 
exile, but then other forms of torment began, 
torment that is less physical but every bit as 
painful. 

The tough part is that they pick them up 
and move them out with no clothes, no jobs,” 
a diplomat said. “They leave them on their 
own.” Except for having to register with the 
local police — three times a week for Lopez 


Vila, every day for Jara — the relegados are 
indeed on their own. Most of them have no 
money. Because people are afraid to associ- 
ate with them, they can seldom find work or 
decent housing. They have few friends. The 
one man in Pitrufquen who has been friendly 
to Jara told a reporter that he has had many 
problems as a consequence. 

Like Lopez Vila, Jara gets some food from 
a local social organization. They both get old 
fruit and vegetables from stores and restaur- 
ants. That is about all they eat. 

As a former welder’s apprentice and a 
former student at a teachers college, Jara has 
no trade he can use in Pitrufquen. The 
authorities will not let him leave the town, so 
he cannot even get work in tbe fields at har- 
vest time. 

For a while be tried to sell the neckerchiefs 
he made, “but there was no place to sell 
them.” Now, Jara is learning woodcarving 
from local Indians in the hope that he can seu 
them. 

The loneliness and pain of isolation are 
etched in Jara’s face as he talks of walking 
around the town day after day. “The people 
don’t bother me,” he said, “but I have 
nobody to talk to, no money to buy 
m agazines, to buy anything.” 

Both men said they plan to return to their 
homes when their relegation is finished. 
Lopez Vila said he will “continue to fight so 
that everyone can have a decent life.” 

I want a democratic life, he went on. “I 
want a life where kids can go to school.” 

But he disavowed tbe use of violence, and 
added, “violence is what the government 
uses.” 

For Jara, the future seems to hold tittle 
more promise than the present. “My docu- 
ments win say I am a former relegado,” he 
said. “This will make it hard to get work. I 
can’t go back to the university (be was expel- 
led as a result of his arrest) and I can’t be a 
tivfl employee or a teacher. Even if I could 
get enough money to leave Chile, they would 
take my passport and I couldn’t come bade. 

“I win go home from here, but it won't 
make much difference where I am. For me, 
Chile is a prison.”

Most states register export fall 


WASHINGTON, April 5 (Agencies) — 
Most countries that are major suppliers of 
manufactured goods reported declines in 
their dollar-vahied exports during the third 
quarter of 1982, the U.S. Commerce 
Department reported Monday. 

The United Kingdom, Italy, Austria, and 
Denmark all reported declines in the 9 per- 
cent to 10 percent range, the department 
said. Canada. Japan, the United States and 
China posted increases. 

West German and French exports dropped 
by 5 percent to 6 percent, and Japanese 
shipments fell by 32 percent U.S. exports 


showed little change in the third quarter of 
1982 from their second-quarter levels. Only 
Canada recorded substantially increased 
exports during the third quarter. Its foreign 
shipments were 7.3 percent higher than in the 
preceding quarter. 

In a special report, the Commerce 
Department said Italy’s position weakened 
by half a percentage point to 7.8 percent The 
West German and British shares dropped to 
19.9 percent and 8.2 percent as their share of 
manufactured exports. Japan’s standing 
rebounded slightly from its large decline of 
the preceding quarter and rose two-tenths of 
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a percentage point to 13.7 percent. 

“Hie U.S. share of world exports of man- 
ufactures jumped a full percentage point in 
the third quarter of 1982 to reach 20.7 per- 
cent, its highest level since the same quarter 
the previous year,” the Commerce Depart- 
ment said. 

“Most of the increase was attributable to 
the statistical effect of the dollar’s apprecia- 
tion since the second quarter. If the dollar 
had not appreciated, the U.S. share would 
have risen only by about two-tenths of a per- 
centage point” 

In the exports of che micals , France's share 
dropped a full percentage point to 10.7 per- 
cent. Both West Germany and Japan 
improved their positions by about half a per- 
centage point to 20 5 and 5.9 percent, respec- 
tively. 

The largest increase in the U.S. share of 
world exports was in chemicals, which rose to 
21.5 percent The U.S. standing in the non- 
electric machinery group rose to 29.3 per- 
cent U.S. exports of mining and well drilling 
machinery increased. Itay and France both 
had substantial share losses. Italy’s fell to 12 
percent and France's to 6.8 percent. 

In the basic manufactures group, the U.S. 
position rose to 10.5 percent The Japanese 
position improved strongly, rising by more 
than one full percentage point to 16.3 per- 
cent. West Germany’s standing advanced to 
19.1 percent France and Italy both had 
reductions in their market shares to 9.8 and 
9.4 percent respectively. 

Meanwhile, an annual survey by the U.N. 
Economic Commission for Europe (ECE) 
shows that for the first rime since the early 
1960s, Western nations last year sold less to 
Eastern Europe than they bought. 

However the Wesfs trade with the Soviet 
Union itself flourished, with machinery and 
pipeline equipment being exchanged for oQ 
and gas. 

The survey said these developments high- 
lighted a profound adjustment under way in 
East-West economic relations. 

The turnaround from a Western surplus of 
about $2 billion in trade with East European 
countries in 1981 reflected import-curbing 
policies in the East, it said. 

While Western imports from Eastern 
Europe fell 5 percent, the decline in exports 
going the other way accelerated to 21 per- 
cent 

These figures excluded the Soviet Union 
itself, where there was an exceptionally 
dynamic two-way flow in trade with the West 
during a year when the overall volume of 
world trade fell 2 percent, the report said. 

Western exports to the Soviet Union last 
year increased by 7 percent with particularly 
strong growth in machinery, transport 
equipment and commodities needed for 
pipeline projects, the ECE said. 

The Wesfs imports from that country rose 
by 13 percent reflecting bigger purchases of 
oil and other mineral.

WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP) - The 
United Srates led the world's major industrial 
countries last year in rising unemployment, 
the U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics says. 

The jobless rate may be on its way down in 
the United States, but there is not much indi- 
cation of a decline elsewhere, according to 
figures compiled by (be bureau, part of the 
U.S. Labor Department. 

Tbe number of jobless averaged 9-5 per- 
cent of the American labor force, compared 
with 7.5 percent in 1981. This was an increase 
of more than one-fourth, and in December 
the rate was up even further, to 10.7 percent. 
But by March it was down to 10.1 percent. 

Only Canada and West Germany had 
larger increases in tbe year. Canada's peak 
rate in December was 12.7 percent, with a 
small drop to 12.4 percent in January and 
February. 

World Bank lends 
Thailand $175m 

WASHINGTON, April 5 (AFP) — Thai- 
land, tbe Philippines and Indonesia are to 
receive loans from the World Bank for pay- 
ments and other purposes, the bank 
announced here. 

Thailand is receiving a second structural 
adjustment loan of $175-5 million as part of 
“a government program designed to improve 
its medium-term balance of payments posi- 
tion, while sustaining the economy’s growth 
momentum.” An earlier loan of $150 million 
was approved in March 1982 and fully dis- 
bursed in July of the same year. 


WASHINGTON, April 5 (AFP) — In 
spite of the recession, the proportion of 
nuclear-originated electric power in the 
world (excluding the United States) con- 
tinued increasing in 1982, the Atomic Indus- 
trial Forum (A1F) said here. 

The most noteworthy developments in 
1982 were: 

— China ordered its first civil power sta- 
tion and said this would be locally designed. 
Two pressurized water reactors (PWR) rated 
300 megawatts each are to be build near 
Shanghai by 1988. 

— Brazil joined tbe Nuclear Power Pro- 
ducers' Clob with the start-up of Angra-1, a 
626 PWR megawatt at Itaoma. Brazil has 
become the 24th country to use nuclear- 
originated electricity. 

— In India and Japan some waste proces- 
sing plants entered service. 

— South Korea decided to research fast 


breeder reactors. It thus became tbe eighth 
country to adopt this technology and it hopes 
to have a plant working by the end of this 
decade. 

The AIF said France remained the nation 
most dependent on nuclear power fin its elec- 
tricity. French atomic plants produced well 
over 40 percent of the nation's electric 
power. 

France has 32 nuclear power stations in 
operation, two further units being ordered 
last year: Chinan B-4 of 900 megawatts and 
Nogent-sur-Mame of 1,270 megawatts. 
France's aim was to obtain 85 percent of its 
electricity from nuclear energy by the end of 
the present century, tbe AIF said. 

Japan, No. 2 with its civil power program, 
last year ordered a 1,1 15 meagwatt reactor of 
tbe PWR type with tbe code nameTsuniga-2. 
Tbe Japanese last year added two reactors to 
their grid now totalling 16,615 megawatts, 
AIF said. 


Ethiopia renews drought aid appeal 


ADDIS ABABA. April 5 (AP) — 
Ethiopia's Relief and Rehabilitation Com- 
missioner Shimelis Adungna has renewed 
appeals to relief organizations and the inter- 
national community to step up aid to more 
than three milli on drought victims through- 
out the country. 

Speaking Monday to representatives of 
voluntary agencies based here, Shimelis was 
quoted by tbe official Ethiopian News 
Agency as saying that he was grateful for the 
“generous assistance'' provided by donor 
countries and organizations so far. 

But he said Ethiopia still needed trucks and 
four-wheel drive vehicles to reach victims in 
difficult terrain as well as medicines and 


tents. The number of those leaving their 
homes for government shelters was still ris- 
ing, Sbdmelis said. 

He stressed once more that bis government 
was effectively distributing relief assistance 
to those who needed it, apparently in 
response to criticism in Europe that Ethiopia 
was diverting relief aid for other purposes. 
He aslo said tbe commission was engaged in 
both relief and rehabilitation work. 

Of tbe more than three milli on drought- 
afflicted in the country, at least a third have 
been identified as requiring relief support 
and 186,000 emergency aid. The worst-hit 
regions are Gondar and Wollo provinces in 
the north. 


Rains wash away Cuba’s recovery hopes 


HAVANA, April 5 (R) Freak rains have dealt a serious blow to 
Cuba's largely agricultural economy, already reeling under tbe 
impact of foreign debts, a shortage of hard currency and low sugar 
prices on tbe world market. 

Tbe unseasonal tropical storms that Have dumped five times the 
average winter rainfall on Cuba have hi particular hit the sugar 
harvest, which usually brings the world's biggest sugar exporter 
about 80 percent of its foreign income. 

Tbe official newspaper Granina underlined Cuba's misfortunes in a 
front-page editorial on tbe weather: “The setbak occurred ... just as it 
was more important than ever for us to ensure the maximum revenue 
possible in freely convertible currency 

Diplomats say President Fidel Castro's government faces the 
choice of either cutting sugar exports to the West and reducing its 
hard currency income or reducing exports to the Soviet Union, which 
pays well but in non-convertible currency. 

“The shortfall could show up in cuts to the three million tons it sells 
to the West, admittedly at very low prices, but in dollars at least,” one 
diplomat explained. “Or Cuba could decrease exports to the Soviet 
Union, which guarantees prices well above the market rate, albeit in 
non-convertible currency,” he added. 

'Hie international market slump, which has reduced sugar prices to 
^a quarter of their value three years ago. has already hit Cuba hard. Its 


crucial imports from the West fell to around $800 million this year 
compared with $1.1 billion two years ago. Diplomats said that with 
no big price rise likely in tbe glutted world market, Cuba faced a 
contraction of its economy. 

Last year, it sold almost three million tons of sugar on tbe world 
market more than four million to the Soviet bloc. ' t 

Most Western diplomats agreed that with the likely cooperation of 
the Soviet Union, Cuba would try to maintain its do Liar-earning 
exports as much as possible to bolster flagging monetary reserves 
estimated at less than $100 million. These reserves conld be further 
strained by attempts to fulfil this year’s economic growth target of 
two percent. 

The plan aimed largely at increasing agricultural production —the 
very sector worst hit by tbe weather. Tbe repeated rainstorms des- 
troyed one quarter of the potato crop, 65 percent of tomatoes and 
“almost afl” tbe wrapping leaves for the expensive export cigars, 
according to Granina. 

No cash estimate of the total fosses has been made but their 
magnitude can be gauged by Cuba's decisioo to start talks on aid with 
the U.N. Food and Agricultural Organization (FAO). 

The freak weather also hit Cuba just as it tried to stretch out 
repaying about one-third of its $3.5 billion debt to tbe West. Its 
shortage of dollars has forced it to seek moratorium on its debts, ■ y

, Speaking at the 1 * South-South" conference 
on Third World economic strategy. Miss 
Chen Xiuying said the attitude of some 
developed nations toward the poorer nations 
had stiffened with the deepening of the 
economic crisis in the West and the inaugura- 


tion of U.S. President Ronald Reagan’s 
administration. 

Conference officials said several speakers 
criticized “certain developed nations, espe- 
cially the United States,” for blocking prog- 
ress in “North-South” negotiations on the 
Third World's demands to correct what it 
calls unfair economic treatment.

Mexico is not an 
OPEC member.

Pakistan, 
China sign 
3 protocols 

ISLAMABAD, April 5 (AFP)— Pakistan 
and China signed three protocols here Mon- 
day which officials said had greatly boosted 
prospects for future cooperation between the 
two countries. 

The protocols — involving science and 
technology, trade, and economic cooperation 
— were signed by Pakistani Finance Minister 
Ghulam Ishaq Khan and tbe Chinese vice 
minister for foreign economic relations, 
Zheng Tuo Bin. 

The protocols were reached at the end of 
the first session of the Pakistan-China joint 
economic committee meeting. The protocols 
include the upgrading of a heavy engineering 
complex at Taxila. It also spells out joint 
efforts to complete a cement factory in Pun- 
jab and an Islamabad sports complex. 

The two sides agreed to cooperate in oil 
and gas exploration, in coal mining and bric- 
ketting, in earthquake-forecasting and in 
quake-resisting building. China also agreed 
to consider supplying machinery and equip- 
ment for joint projects on a project-to- 
project basis. 

Iran , Syria sign 
one-year oil pact 

LONDON, April 5 (R) — Iran has signed a 
one-year contract with Syria for the sale of 
five million tons of crude oil, Tehran radio 
reported. 

The radio, monitored in London, said the 
agreement was signed by Syrian Oil Minister 
Abdul-Jabbar Al-Dahhak and Iran's Oil 
Minister Muhammad Gharazi, at the end of 
week-long discussions between Syrian and 
Iranian officials. 

In an interview on state radio, Gharazi said 
the contract was for the sale of five million 
tons of crude oQ on a cash and barter baas. 
“Another one milli on tons will be supplied 
for the continuation of the war against 
Israel,” he said. Gharazi said there was a 
similar agreement last year. 

The radio said the two countries had also 
signed a commercial letter of understanding 
under which Iran w£U import chemicals, tex- 
tile, beans, peas and barley from Syria. The 
Syrian delegation has returned home, the 
radio said.

Cigarettes under attack on a new front

WASHINGTON (AP) - Cigarettes, long 
deplored for causing cancer, are under attack 
on a new front. A group of Americans is 
urging the government to require that 
cigarettes be made incapable of starting fires. 

“I foci the same way about fire-causing 
cigarettes as other parents feel about irres- 
ponsible drivers or child molesters that killed 
their innocent children," Jay E. Bondi of 
California, whose two children were killed m 
a dgarctte-caused fire, told a congressional 
panel recently. “Legislation necessary to 
eliminate the cause of such deaths should be 
enacted," said Bondi. 

Bondi’s children, five-year-old Matthew 

and three- year-old Colleen, were asleep at a 

neighbor's bouse in 1974 when fire struck. 
The cause of the fire, according to the Glen- 
dale fire department, was a cigarette in a 
chair. “The children were the innocents, 
though," said their mother, Carole A. Bondi. 
“They didn't smoke. They bad nothing what- 
soever to do with the fire. They simply died 
because of a cigarette that continued to 
burn.” 

Also testifying was Maura Melody of Con- 
necticut, whose firefighter husband was kil- 
led a little more than a year ago in a 
cigarette-related blaze. “I guess my plea is for 
the wives of all the firefighters in this coun- 
try," she said. “ What happened to me could 
happen to any of them." 

The three testified before a bouse sub- 
committee on health and the environment on 
behalf of legislation that would give the gov- 
ernment product-safety agency 24 months to 
develop standards to ensure that cigarettes 
have die least likelihood of igniting furniture 
and mattresses. 

According to the U.S. Fire Administration, 
there were 63,516 smoking-related fires in 
the United States in 1981. These fires 


2,144 persons and injured 3,819 others. 
“The cigarette, when it is finally analyzed, is 
nothing more than a torch," said opposition 
Democratic representative Joseph Moakley 
of Massachusetts, who sponsored the legisla- 
tion. Moakley cited a study by the U.S. Test- 
ing Company that showed there are two 
cigarettes on the market, Sherman and More, 
that could be considered fire-safe. When left 
unattended, Shermans self-extinguished, 
while More burned the entire length but did 
not ignite furniture, he said. 

Horace A. Komegay, a lobbyist for the 
tobacco industiy, contended, however, that 
the technology does exist for a fire-safe 
cigarette. “Congress cannot legislate science 
into existence," be said in urging rejection of 
the legislation. 


He called the bin “fundamentally mis- 
guided and impractical" and said it would 
give the safety agency “the authority to 
devastate a major industry, to virtually pro- 
hibit overnight the hundreds of cigarette 
brands that millions of Americans now use, 
and replace them with a single, government- 
issue, so-called fire-safe cigarette." 

The tobacco industry, he said, is attacking 
the problem of cigarette-caused blazes by 
supporting the efforts of the furniture indus- 
try to reduce the flammability of its products. 
Based on tests conducted by Guilford 
Laboratories, Komegay said, "as of the 
beginning of this past year, there was evi- 
dence that the modem American cigarette 
poses little if any ignition risk to a substantial 
portion of the furniture now being manufac- 
tured in the United States.” 


Stuart M. Statler of the safety agency told 
the subcommittee that efforts to make uphol- 
stered furniture more fire-resistant have “no 
effect on the tens of miHions of solas and 
chairs now in peoples’ homes/’ 

By contrast,"' he added, “changing the 
make-up or design of cigarettes to reduce the 
long bum would have an impact on all furni- 
ture — new and old.” 

Andrew McGuire, executive director of 
the Bum Council in San Francisco, said there 
is a movement in 10 states to develop stan- 
dards for fire-safe cigarettes, with legislation 
already introduced in New York, California. 
Connecticut, Illinois and Oregon. That 
“5,000 children and adults are being burned 
or killed each year because of cigarettes is our 
national disgrace," he said. 


Novel approach to treating cancer projected

SAN DIEGO (LAT) — A novel approach 
to treating cancer of the uterus with “ther- 
momagnetic” surgery will soon be launched 
at the medical center of the University of 
California, Los Angeles, researchers told a 
recent canoe riseminar here. 

At the same time, they also reported an 
improved combination ding treatment for 
advanced cancer. The treatment, aimed at 
patients with the most common type of hmg 
cancer whose tumors are too advanced to be 
operable, is the most effective yet tried on 
this kind of patient, according to Dr. Robert 
B. Erichson of Stamford, a clinical professor 
of medicine at New York College of 
Medicine. 

The four-drug regimen — cisplatin, 
cytoxan, oncovin and adriamydn — resulted 
in extended survivals for up to tw o years in 25 
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our services throughout the Kingdom, we are pleased 
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of the 44 patients in the trial, according to 
Erichson. He described the quality of their 
survival as “good." 

Meanwhile, Dr. Robert W. Rand told the 
American Cancer Society science writers 
seminar that the new thermomagnetic treat- 
ment to be tried at UCLA involves passing 
tiny slivers of iron in liquid silicon into the 
uterus and then placing the patient under a 
coil that emits an alternating current magne- 
tic field. The alternating current causes the 
magnetized iron slivers to spin, producing 
heat that destroys the nearby tissues, Rand 
said. The temperature of the organ raised to 
about 120 degrees Fahrenheit, he added. 

Rand said that, pending approval by the 
U.S. Food and Drug Administration, the first 
h uman patient is expected to undergo the 
treatment at UCLA within a month under the 
direction of Dr. Leo Lagasse. professor of 
obstetrics and gynecology. The university’s 
human subject protection committee has 
already approved the project, he said. 

Following the heat treatments, the 
patienf s uterus will be removed surgically. 
Rand said that the destruction of the cancer 


cells by heat before the surgical removal of 
the uterus will prevent cancer cells from 
spreading to other organs, a risk faced with 
traditional- type surgery. 

The current methods of treating uterine 
cancer is by dilation and curretage, or DNC. 
followed by a hysterectomy or implantation 
of radioactive pellets. Rand said that the 
DNC procedure has the biggest risk of 
spreading cells to other organs because it can 
loosen cancer cells into the blood stream. 

The lung cancer treatment reported by 
Erichson is aimed at so-called non- small cell 
carcinoma. This includes the most common 
kinds of cancers of the lung, which until now 
have shown very poor responses to 
chemotherapy, the physician said. Combina- 
tions of drugs have been effective, however, 
against small-cell cardnoma, which accounts 
for about 25 percent of lung cancer. For the 
non-smaH-ceD-type, the overall five-year 
survival rate ranges between 5 percent and 1 0 
percent after surgery to remove the lung. But, 
Erichson said, surgery is possible in only 30 
percent of patients and only 25 percent of 
these are cured. 


‘ELECTRIC SHOCK' (?) TREATMENTS

Dear Dr. Steincmhn: What’s the present status of electric shock treatments? My wife fa 

greatly depressed and may need them. — Mr. W. ■ - 

Dear Mr. W.; First, let’s get the name straight. As one doctor said, Calhng rt decXnc 
shock treatment* scared the heU out of most patients — and some doctors, too. Now we 
call h ‘electroconvulsive therapy (ECTV Since the 1930s when Italian scientists Deriem 
and Bini introduced this treatment, it has been greatly improved. It consists mainly of 
passing a wave of electricity through the brain of a person mentally 31 to produce a seizure. 
Although we still don't know exactly how it works, we know that the generalized convul- 
sion in some way alters brain chemistry reducing depression or agitation. 

Nevertheless, there’s still apprehension by some psychiatrists because the treatment has 
been overused or sloppily applied in the past. But most realize that it may be dearly 
indicated in conditions in which the newer drugs haven't helped. It may be used in the 
earlier stages of schizophrenia to abate symptoms, but is most effective m the treatmen 
serious mani depressions. Sometimes, even one treatment may pi^u^ improvmemt, _ 
more often as many as 12 treatments are needed over a period of three or tour weeks. 

In the past, there have been instances of broken vertebrae or teeth, but newer methods of 
anesthesiology have lessened such complications with use of muscle relaxants. The 
machine produces a programmed amount of current and the seizure lasts about 30 seconds. 
Most patients are awake in three or four minutes. There may be side effects such as 
headaches, nausea, confusion and impairment of memory. Nevertheless, the risk is m ini- 
mal. Weighed against tbe possibility of suicide and intense depression, it seems worth 
taking when prescribed by a reputable psychiatrist. 

According to an article quoting Dr. James O. Van Bavel of Baystate Medical Center* 
“One young woman was suffering intense depression with delusions and hallucinations. I 
tried anti-depressants, anti -psycho tics, lithium. We were be ginnin g to feel we wouldn’t be 
able to help her. But her response to ECT was as close to miraculous as anything I’ve seen.” 
After several treatments she was discharged.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: 1 am 19-year-old girl and 1 was wondering if ft is normal for your 
heart to skip a beat? Mine does maybe twice a week and maybe twice — one best right after 
tbe other. Do you suggest I see a doctor and have iqy heart checke d? My parents seem to 
think it’s no rmal . What do you think? — Ms. B. 

Dear Ms. B.: My guess is that the heart skips are what we call “premature contractions.” 
Sometimes they're also called “extiasy stoles.” Bui you’re not interested in definitions. 
Chances are tbe skips are harmless. Some people have them for a few days or weeks, never 
to return. Others may occasionally be bothered by them for many years. My suggestion is to 
visit your doctor. It's likely he will say they are harmless. But having been examined, you '• , 
will do longer be guessing. Peace of mind contributes to peace of heart. _ . j

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Sikhs may shift strategy 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Florida, April 5 (AP) -- The world’s largest and most expensive 
communications satellite tumbled out of control for several hours Tuesday after release from 
the space shuttle Challenger. Space agency officials reported they bad regained command^ but it 
was unclear how effective the satellite could be. 

The question was whether ground controllers could maneuver the 2 Yz tons, $100 million 
satellite to its planned stationary orbit 22,300 miles high. Trackers estimated the payload was in 
a distorted orbit ranging from about 14,000 to 22,000 miles high , and it could not be fully 
effective on that path. 

Experts consulted computers to determine if stabilizing gas jets aboard the tracking and data 
relay satellite (TDRS) could be used to shift the craft into stationary position. 

“There is some possibility it could be done ” said Julian Levine, a spokesman for TRW, which 
built the TDRS. “The satellite has some on-board propulsion capability and the technical issue 
now is its ability to move the satellite into the proper orbit.” 

Challenger commander, Paul J. Wertz and his crewmen, pilot Karol J. Bobko and mission 
specialists Story Musgrave and Donald H. Peterson, who had ejected the satellite from their 
cargo bay late Monday, were in a sleep period when the trouble began. They were in the second 
day of the second shuttle's first flight. 

An hour after the satellite was deployed, the rocket fired successfully to propel the package 
on its way to the high outpost. The problem arose about 110 GMT after the rocket ignited a 
second time, to try to arrest the satellite in the stationary outpost The resulting egg-shaped orbit 
indicates an engine misfire. 

After several hours of suspense, mission control in Houston, Texas, calculated a way to 
separate the heavy rocket stage from the satellite and then to co mman d the small jets to halt the 
tumbling motion. 

“We have gained control of the TDRS satellite," National Aeronautics and Space Administ- 
ration spokesman Jim Kukowski reported. “We have initiated deployment activity and we are 
able to confirm it has separated from” its rocket stage. 

“The TDRS appears to be stable and we are told the solar panels are being unfolded,” 
another agency spokesman, Steve Nesbitt, said. The panels unfurl to a wingspan of 57 feet to 
capture the sun's ravs and convert it to electrical power.

LISBON, April 5 (R) — Mozambique 
guerrillas have blown up a pipeline supplying 
oil to Zimbabwe in retaliation for sending 
troops to help the Mozambican government, 
a rebel spokesman said. 

A spokesman for the Mozambique 
National Resistance (RNM), said guerrillas 
blew up 10 meters of the pipeline at Tica, 70 
kilometers west of the port of Beira from 
where the pipeline runs to Zimbabwe. 

The attack, the guerrillas’ first on the oil sup- 
ply since it blew up oil storage tanks at Beira 
last December, was the start of a campaign 
against Zimbabwean targets, the spokesman 
said Mozambique blamed the Beira fuel tank 
attack on South Africa which, it said armed 
and supported the guerrilla movement. 

Tbe guerrilla spokesman said about 5,000 
Zimbabwean troops were in Mozambique to 
help the government fight rebels. Rebels 
recently attacked a government military base 
kflliqg 27 soldiers and three Cuban advisers 
at Mangoro in central Mozambique, the 
spokesman said. 

In an unrelated development. Zimbabwe's 
Prime Minister Robert Mugabe expressed 
revulsion Tuesday at the murder of a Zim- 
babwean senator, his daughter and a British 
visitor and promised that tbe killers would be 
bunted down ruthlessly. 

He also said in a statement that his gov- 
ernment, as a matter of urgency, would pro- 
vide farmers with weapons for their defense 
and help them set up a guard system. Zim- 
babwe'^, 800 white farmers are essential for 
tbe economic well-being of the country, one 
of the few in black Africa able to feed itself 
and produce a surplus for export. 

“Government shall leave no stone 
unturned in its efforts, already under way. ro 
track down, apprehend and bring to justice 
those responsible for this heinous act," 
Mugabe said. 

2 flee E. Berlin 

BERLIN, April 5 (AFP) —.Two young 
East Berliners have escaped intojWest Berlin 
across a steel tightrope be tween Wo houses 
near the Berlin Wall dividing the f* o sections 
of the city, a daily newspaper has reported. 

The men, aged 23 and 24, had planned and 
practiced their move for months, outfitting 
themselves with steel wire, nylon rope, pul- 
leys with handholds and a bow. With the bow, 
they shot the wire, that had been connected 
to the nylon rope, to the roof of a house in 
West Berlin where it was picked by a friend 
who subsequently attached it to his car. 

With the wire stretched sufficiently tout by 
the car, the pair hauled themselves along it, 
over the formidable wall and into the West. 
The maneuver was carried out last Wednes- 
day. 


NEW DELHI, April 5 (AP) — Harchand 
Singh Longowal, president of the Akali Dal 
(party)* which has been campaigning since 
August for political and religious concessions 
for India's 13 milli on Sikhs, warned in Amrit- 
sar. 400 kilometers northwest of here, that 
after April 13 bis party might shift from what 
he called its “peaceful strategy." 

LongowaTs threat came Monday night 
after 24 persons were killed and some 500 
others injured in bloody dashes between 
police and thousands of Sikhs who tried to 
blockade roads across Punjab, where most of 
the Sikhs live. The agitation was called bv tbe 
Akali DaL 

Police opened fire after they failed to scat- 
ter agitators with tear gas and water. Clashes 
between protesters and police erupted in a 
dozen cities. 

Tbe militant Akali leader threatened: 

“Our patience seems to have been 
exhausted now. Today police fired at inno- 
cent Sikhs ... But for how long we shall con- 
tinue to tolerate such type of repression? 
Perhaps not for long now..." 

Longowai also demanded that Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi resign and take full 
responsibility for what be termed “uncalled 
for firing" by police. 

On Tuesday, New Delhi's largest news- 
paper, the independent Hindustan Tunes, 
branded the road blockade a “mindless agita- 
tion." and added in an editorial that it was 


proof that the moderates in tbe Akali Dal are 
losing influence. 

“It is difficult to see how the Akalis hoped 
to further their cause by creating needless 
inconvenience to bus passengers ... They are 
determined to create a confrontation with the 
central government ... (They hope) they 
could claim several martyrs to their cause,” 
tbe editorial said. 

Monday's seven-hour road blockade cam- 
paign, paralyzed traffic and disrupted activity 
in much of Punjab. 

A spokesman for the Punjab state govern- 
ment said police fried in “self-defense” at 12 
different locations when they failed to dis- 
perse mobs with metal-tipped clubs and tear 
gas. 

Authorities sent paramilitary police to 
Punjab to foil the blockade and Longowal 
warned violence would continue unless tbe 
police were withdrawn. 

The bloodiest clash occurred m Maler- 
kotla, the only predominantly Muslim town 
in Punjab, where 1 1 demonstrators were shot 
and killed. 

Armed Sikhs fired on policemen at some 
places, and one government spokesman said 
several policemen, incuding some senior 
officers, were injured in attacks by sword- 
wielding Sikhs. 

Several of the 500 policemen and demons- 
trators injured in Monday's clashes were 
listed iq critical condition in Punjab hospitals. 


9 Filipinos hacked to death 


MANILA, April 5 (AP) — Nine persons in 
a remote Philippine village were reportedly 
hacked to death and beheaded last week, 
authorities said. 

The Philippine constabulary said the kil- 
lers, who numbered around 15, were 
believed to be members of a religious cult. An 
army report, however, said they were sus- 
pected Communist New People' s Army guer- 
rillas. 

The massacre occurred in San Antonio vil- 
lage in Misamis Oriental province. 500 miles 
southeast of Manila. According to the 
reports, . victims were members of two 


families living in one house, including three 
children. 

Misamis constabulary provincial comman- 
der, Col. Cesar Navarro, told reporters in the 
provincial capital of Cagayan de Oro that the 
victims were members of a religious sect cal- 
led the Philippine Benevolent Christian Mis- 
sionaries Association. 

The vic tims had expressed a desire to quit 
the sect a day before the massacre, Navarro 
said, adding police in the area reported 
arresting one cultist as a suspect. No details 
were available about tbe cult’s beliefs, how- 
ever. 


Ustinov arrives in E. Berlin 


BERLIN, April 5 (AP) - Soviet Defense 
Minister Marshal Dmitri Ustinov arrived 
Tuesday on an “official, friendly visit" to 
East Germany, the government-controlled 
media reported. 

Heading a Soviet military delegation, 
Ustinov came at the invitation of the East 
German Communist Party and the state 
council, both headed by President Erich 
Honecker. 

Ustinov was met at East Berlin’s 
Scboenefeld Airport by Defense Minister 
Gen. Heinz Offmann. 



In opening talks. Ustinov and Offmann cal- 
led attention “to the efforts of the most 
aggressive circles of imperialism, especially in 
the United States, to change the military bal- 
ance of power in their favor and endanger 
world peace.” the official ADN news agency 
said. 

ADN said Ustinov would spend “several 
days" in East Germany, visiting Soviet 
troops. East German military colleges and 
factories. Western sources estimate 385,000 
Soviet soldiers are based in East Germany. 

The Soviet visit follows Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko's rejection three 
days ago of U.S. President Ronald Reagan's ' 
interim proposal on medium-range nuclear 
missiles. 


Leftists IdU 14 
in Salvador 

SAN SALVADOR, April 5 (AP) - Lef- 
tist rebels attacked thee towns on the West- 
ern slopes of the San Vicente Volcano 35 
miles west of the capital Monday, "trilling 14 
persons, military sources said. 

An attack by about 300 rebels on the town 
of Verapaz began Sunday night and con- 
tinued into Monday flooring, residents of tbe 
town said. Tbe guerrillas killed 11 civil 
defense patrolmen and one army soldier and 
wounded three other soldiers, crvfl defense 
sources said. 

Another guerrilla band attacked 
Guadalupe, about . three miles to the 
south, killing one civil defense patrolman and 
wounding three others, including the local 
commander, saidCarlos H umberto Montoya, 
a civil defense official in tbe town. 

A third rebel group attacked San Emigdk), 
killing at least one civil defense patrolman, 
military sources said. Guerrillas captured at 
least a dozen rifles and 8,000 rounds of 
ammunition in the attacks, according to the 
reports. 

In Verapaz. they bombed two bouses adja- 
cent to tire civil defense post and downed 
power lines and telephone lines, leaving the 
three towns without electricity and* com- 
munications, the reports said. 

Unidentified assailants late Sunday shot 
and killed the mayor of another town mSain 
Vicente province. National police identified 
the victim as Eleazar Cruz Iraheta, 40, mayor - 
of Cayetan Istepeque, about six miles east of 
Verapaz. 

Cruz Iraheta was a member of the far-right 
Republican Nationalist Alliance, which is 
beaded by Roberto <f Aubtrisson, president 
of tbe Constituent Assembly. .A police, 
spokesman said the mayor had received" a 
series of threats in recent days from guerrillas 
entrenched on the San Vicente volcano. . ..
